Ground covers require very little maintenance since weeds 
will not survive under the dense carpet of an established 
bed. All of the plants listed here are evergreen and winter 
hardy in the Illinois, Wisconsin and Minnesota regions. 


THORNDALE SUB-ZERO ENGLISH IVY - Hedera helix. Will thrive 

in dense or light shade but will also do well in sunny loca-' 
tions if watered during drv spells. Any good garden soil will 
do. Thorndale Ivies have survived 30° below. Besides being 
one of the finest of all evergreen ground covers, they will 
also climb on walls and chimneys.

With more prostrate growth and just as hardy and 
tough. Makes a solid green carpet in a short time.
